A  5-foot  long  u-post  with  a  yellow  Monroe  County 
Surveyor  sign  was  driven  2  feet  down  on  the  east  side 
of  the  stone. 

OTHER  OBSERVATIONS: 

A  12”  sassafras  tree  has  grown  over  the  stone,  leaving 
only  a  small  strip  exposed  on  the  east  side  of  the  tree. 
The  stone  appears  to  be  firmly  planted  in  the  ground, 
but  no  markings  are  visible.  The  stone  is  0.8'  south  of 
an  old  east/west  woven  wire  fence  along  the  south  line 
of  2892  N  Andy  Way  (Hoosier  Aloha  Phase  I,  Lot  26). 
We  showed  the  homeowners  (Daniel  and  Donna 
Wooten)  the  stone  and  the  1884  survey  and  asked  them 
to  pass  along  the  monument  history  when  they  sell  the 
property.

Monument  Description:  0.8'x  ?'  stone  found  0.2'  above  grade,  almost  completely  grown  over  by  a  12"  sassafras  tree 
State  Plane  Grid  Coordinates:  Northing:  1440048.1',  Easting:  3093907.9' 
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Origin:  A  stone  was  set  at  this  corner  in  May  of  1884  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor,  M.  Buskirk  (Monroe  County  Survey  Book  2,  page  401,  index 
letter  L). 


History:  No  record  of  this  stone  was  found  since  the  1884  survey,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  be  a  current  property  corner.  Stones  were  found  at 
four  of  the  seventeen  corners  established  by  the  1884  Buskirk  survey.  The  four  stones  found  are  all  along  the  east/west  quarter  section  line,  and 
they  measure  within  less  than  a  tenth  of  a  foot  north/south  of  the  line  formed  between  RICH_U15-.25  and  RICH_Y15.  The  difference  in  east/west 
measured  vs.  record  distances  between  the  found  stones  ranges  from  1 .04  feet  to  2.69  feet. 
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
